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Legal challenge 


MACHINERY to con- 
vert stable bedding 
into energy capable of 
powering up to 3,000 
homes a year could be 
operating in New¬ 
market next year. 

GG Eco Solutions has 
applied for planning per¬ 
mission to convert stable 
bedding into bio mass 
fuel and fertiliser pellets 
on land at Southfield 
Farm in Hamilton Road, 
which is owned by Jockey 
Club Estates. 

Greg Hilton, managing dir¬ 
ector of the company, told the 
Weekly News this would be a 
“world first” in terms of 
commercial scale and in 
taking the waste and extract¬ 
ing energy and fertiliser 
together. 

He added they were very 
excited about the plans and 
“if we are going to do 
something in the racing 
industry, Newmarket is 
probably the place to do it.” 

If the planning bid is 
approved, the company 
hopes to start building work 
in late spring ready to begin 
operating from the site in 
August.

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Stable bedding, consisting 
of manure, straw and wood 
shavings, would be taken to 
the 0.38 hectare (0.94 acre) 
site where nutrients would be 
extracted from it using a 
patented process to produce 
both types of pellets. 

Mr Hilton said: “It’s just a 
clever way of getting all the 
good stuff out of the 
bedding.” 

The operation would be 
capable of converting 5,000 
tonnes of stable bedding into 
fuel and fertiliser every year. 

Goran Nylin, the chairman 
and founder of GG Eco 
Solutions, said: “By looking at 
a local resource there are all 
kinds of ways to contribute to 
solutions and horse manure 
in Newmarket is an obvious 
one. There’s lots of it, it’s rich 
in energy so we can convert a 
local issue to a local solution.” 

GG Eco Solutions envisages 
the cost of getting the site up 
and running will be around 
£500,000. 

Newmarket Town Council 
met on Monday and is to ask 
Suffolk County Council for 
more time to consider the 
proposal.

Howards Jones, of Racing 
Newmarket, a football team 
comprised of players working in the 
horseracing industry, hopes to launch 
the service on the internet in January.

Mr Jones said: “It’s something 
different, but it just gets the 
community to make their own 
programmes.”

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FORMER Far East prisoners of 
war were treated to a Christmas 
lunch hosted by two sisters in 
memory of their grandfather, 
who spent two-and-a-half years 
in captivity. 

More than 60 people, including 
four former PoWs, attended the 
event at the Olde Bull Inn which 
was laid on by Sonia and Cheryl 
Hickman in memory of their 
grandfather, Ronald Hickman, 
who was captured by the 
lapanese in Singapore early in 
1942. 

Sonia said her grandfather, 
who died in 2005, had never 
recovered from the ordeal. She 
said: “They were basically just 
tortured from the time they got 
there until the time they were 
released. He was involved in the 
bridge over the River Kwai and 
the Kanchanaburi Railway.” 

Sonia, 35, added: The fact he 
even came home and was able to 
tell the story is amazing, but 


there were a lot of them that 
never made it. More than half of 
those that went did not come 
back.” 

Speaking of the event, Cheryl, 
36, said: “It is important to us to 
give something back to the 
community and to recognise 
these heroes who sacrificed so 
much to allow us to live as we do 
today. 

“We had more than 60 guests 
attend the lunch and all of them 
had a great time. We had a local 


band who dressed in the style of 
the era and sung some wartime 
classics and there was lots of 
Union Flag waving along with 
singing and dancing.” 

Staff gave up their time to stage 
the event for the guests, who had 
been invited through the 
Gatehouse charity in Mildenhall 
and the Queen’s Court care home 
in Bottisham.

Mildenhall’s police 
station since April. 

A total of 5,866 knives 
have been deposited in 
total since the start of 
the amnesty.

had hosted mobile 
bins, chief constable 
Simon Ash of Suffolk 
Constabulary said: “We 
wanted to make sure 
that people across 
Suffolk had the chance 
to take part and bin 
their blades, and I am 
delighted that so many 


have been handed in. 

“While the number 
of crimes and incidents 
involving knives is a 
tiny proportion of 
those Suffolk Constab¬ 
ulary deal with, they 
are still of concern and 
can occur anywhere in 
the county, so these 
mobile bins have been 
a great way for people 
to take part and join 
with us to make the 
county even safer." 

The deposited knives 
will be destroyed at 
Sackers Recycling in 
Great Blakenham after 
the conclusion of the 
amnesty on New Year’s 
Day. 


A RECOMMENDATION to in¬ 
crease car parking charges was to 
be discussed at a crunch council 
meeting last night. 

A rise in fees across Newmarket’s car 
parks from April - provided the changes 
were subject to a full consultation and 
communication plan - was recommended 
by Forest Heath District Council’s 
community services committee in 
October. 

The group resolved the potential for 
introducing different charges at car parks 
should be investigated, as well as the 
possibility of simplifying bandings at some 
car parks to single fees for short and long 
stays. 

It was also agreed that Forest Heath’s 
capital programme working group should 
look at how funds from Newmarket 
Retailers’ Association and the Premier Inn, 
which use the Guineas car park, could be 
used to help compensate for their use of 
the council’s facility. 

It was revealed earlier this year that 
income levels from car parking looked 
unlikely to hit the amount Forest Heath 
had budgeted for on the basis of the 
amount generated during the first four 
months of 2010/11. The options were 
suggested because of their potential to 
help the council to at least break even. 

But following the resolutions, the item 
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was reviewed by the council’s overview and 
scrutiny committee last month because of 
concerns the Guineas car park was being 
dealt with by three different committees, 
which was not best practice. 

The concerns were upheld by the 
scrutiny committee, which urged the 
community services committee to revisit 
all the options in the report on the 
charging regime and the report itself - the 
scrutiny group felt the focus of which had 
been too narrow. 

The scrutiny committee also asked the 
community services committee to look 
again because it said car parking issues 
should be dealt with by a single point of 
decision-making. 

But at a meeting on November 22, the 
community services committee decided to 
stick to its original recommendations and 
the matter was referred to the council for a 
decision last night. 

The proposals for car park charges are 
for an increase from £1.75 to £2 for up to 
eight hours’ parking and for the price of 
stopping for two hours to rise from 50p to 
60p. Parking for up to three hours would 
increase by lOp to £1, while the cost of 
stopping for up to four hours would 
remain at £1.60.

Boughton-Fox, 48, was 
jailed for seven years in 
April, while Parrish, 42, 
was sentenced to five- 
and-a-half years in 
prison. 

The pair had pleaded 
not guilty to conspiracy 
to defraud, but were con¬ 
victed by a jury. 

During their trial, it 
emerged Boughton-Fox, 
of Thorpe St Andrew, near 
Norwich, and Parrish, of 
Reedham, also in Norfolk, 
had systematically lied to 
customers while sales 
staff pretended the 
company was part of 
British Telecom. 

At one time, Boughton- 
Fox was being paid a 
£600,000 salary, while 
Parrish said he could earn 
£40,000 a month.

Bins purge for 
Olympic event 


UGLY litter bins 
around Newmarket 
High Street could 
replaced by the time 
the town welcomes 
the Olympic torch. 

Almost 50 bins are 
situated in the town’s 
High Street and several of 
the roads surrounding it. 
But following a wholesale 
survey of Newmarket’s 
street cleaning operations 
a proposal has been 
submitted to Forest Heath 
District Council to replace 
them. 

Existing bins would be 
replaced by fewer, larger 
ones appropriate to their 
location and the target is 
to have the new street 
furniture in place before 
the Olympic flame travels 
through town on July 7. 

Mark Christie, of the 
district council’s waste 
and street scene team 
which compiled the 
report and made the 
proposal, discussed the 
survey last Friday with 
members of the town 
counciFs High Street 
regeneration committee, 
which is working to

restore pride in New¬ 
market. 

Speaking after the 
meeting, he said the 
prospect of co-operation 
between Forest Heath and 
the town council had 
been welcomed by the 
committee. 

He said: “All of the 
members were very pos¬ 
itive about us all working 
together to improve the 
High Street, which is 
really good.” 

After the meeting Cllr 
Joy Uney, of the regener¬ 
ation committee, said the 
torch’s visit will be a 
golden opportunity to 
showcase the town. 

She said: “Like every¬ 
body, we are pushing to 
get everything smartened 
up. The torch coming 
through will be a huge 
benefit to the town.” 

The waste and street 
scene team will now 
investigate which types of 
bins would be suitable for 
Newmarket, taking into 
account the cost, suit¬ 


ability and whether they 
are in keeping with the 
town and report their 
findings to the town 
council’s committee in 
the New Year. 

Sample bins are then 
set to be positioned 
somewhere in the town 
and members of the 
public will be able to have 
their say on the options. 

But, Mr Christie said 
the plans were still at a 
very early stage because 
funding for the scheme 
had not yet been secured 
from Forest Heath. 

He said: “The bins 
project is still a proposal, 
we have not had sign off 
from a funding pers¬ 
pective.” 

He said the existing 
bins are well used and 
said more waste is binned 
and dropped at week¬ 
ends, mainly due to 
increased footfall in the 
town. 

The team at the district 
council is looking at 
working with different 
establishments in New¬ 
market to help cut down 
on litter.

Service for 
new building 

A SPECIAL service has 
been held to dedicate a 
Mildenhall school’s new 
building. 

The Very Rev Dr Francis 
Ward, dean of St 
Edmundsbury, and Jane 
Sheat, the diocesan 
director, were guests at 
St Mary’s Church of 
England Academy’s 
service. 

The learning zone 
building for the school’s 
Key Stage 2 students 
incorporates 
sustainable features 
including energy- 
efficient curved walls 
made from ‘hempcrete’, 
a building material 
which includes the 
hemp plant. 

Year 5 youngsters have 
already used the large 
open space inside the 
building to make a 
theatre while they were 
studying Romeo and 
Juliet. 

Wendy Garrard, the 
school’s principal, who 
helped design and 
secure the money for 
the building, said: “I am 
delighted with the 
outcome which will add 
a new dimension to the 
way children learn. We 
are looking forward to 
developing the use of 
ICT and exploring the 
opportunities for 
specialised teaching 
now in other areas of 
the school.” 

Plans are now in the 
pipeline to refurbish the 
original part of the 
school. 

Rare beetle 
at reserve 

A RARE species of 
beetle is under the 
microscope at the Aspal 
Close Local Nature 
Reserve in Beck Row. 
Research into the 
brush-thighed seed- 
eater is taking place 
alongside investigations 
into the wormwood 
moonshiner and the 
set-aside downy 
beetles, all three of 
which inhabit a number 
of sites across the area. 
The study of the three 
species by John 
Walters, an expert from 
Hymettus, an 
invertebrate charity, is 
aimed at finding ways 
to create and manage 
habitats for the beetles. 
Experimental plots have 
been created across 
Breckland, which is 
home to more than a 
quarter of the UK’s 
rarest wildlife despite 
covering less than one 
per cent of its 
landmass, including 
two at the Beck Row 
reserve which is owned 
by Forest Heath District 
Council.

Outstanding! 

That’s the verdict of Ofsted on this primary 
school... a year after being in special measures

STUDENTS, staff and 
parents have celebrated 
their school being 
judged as outstanding 
by Ofsted - just over a 
year after it was placed 
in special measures. 

Special measures were 
implemented at Kettlefields 
Primary School in Dulling- 
ham in September 2010 after 
Ofsted inspectors judged 
pupils were not making 
adequate progress. 

But the inspector visiting 
the school in mid-November 
found it had become an 
outstanding school both in 
terms of its overall effective¬ 
ness and in its capacity for 
sustained improvement. 

Elaine Lynch, a local 
authority officer, was 
brought in as headteacher in 
November 2010 and stepped 
down at the end of last 
month, but she returned to 
the 100-pupil school for a 
celebration last Thursday. 

She said: “It has been a 
complete team effort. It has 
been a real challenge 
because to go from special 
measures to outstanding in a 
year is a particular 
achievement. 

“The staff have worked 
extremely well together, the 
governors have supported 
us, the parents have been

great, the children have been 
absolutely wonderful. I think 
everybody has done it 
together - they have been 
very determined, they have 
taken on constructive critic¬ 
ism and worked hard. It was 
such a shock to the whole 
community that the school 
went into special measures.” 

Kettlefields was described 
as a school “reborn” in the 
inspector’s report, which 
said: “At the heart of the 
school’s effective care, 
guidance and support are 


high expectations and a 
determined approach to 
equality of opportunity.” 

The inspector found all 
groups of students were 
“exceptional” in their 
progress and behaviour. 
Enjoyment and achievement 
at the school were all 
described as outstanding. 

He found relationships 
between staff and students 
were excellent and while 
links with the children’s 
parents had been a “notable 
weakness”, they had been

transformed and the young¬ 
sters made an outstanding 
contribution to the school 
and wider community. 

To improve further, he 
said, the governing body 
should empower the 
teachers as strong leaders 
and review the school’s 
temporary arrangement to 
share a headteacher, Angela 
Finn, with Newmarket’s 
Ditton Lodge Primary 
School, in the summer term 
to give candidates time to 
apply for the position. 


Praise for school set to close next year 


A MIDDLE school in Newmarket 
is improving ahead of its closure 
in the summer, according to an 
Ofsted report. 

The monitoring inspection at 
St Felix Middle School on 
November 15 found the school 
has made good progress in 
delivering improvements in the 
areas identified during its last 
inspection in June last year. 

It found the school was also 
making good progress in 
demonstrating it can achieve 
sustained improvement and 
students’ attainment had risen. 

Greg Sadler, headteacher of 
the school, which burnt down 
three years ago, said: “As a 
school we were ready and able 
to demonstrate to the 
inspectorate that we are a good 
school and that we continue to 
improve. 

“This is a significant 
achievement considering the 
journey the school has taken 
from the fire in 2008 to pending 
closure in July 2012. 

“My sincere thanks go to 
parents for their continued 
support as well as to teachers,

St Felix had improved, students’ 
behaviour had been good and 
was now even better and a lot of 
hard work had been put in to 
furthering students’ literacy and 
maths skills. 

It also found these skills 
could be developed in subjects 
other than maths and English 
and while many teachers had 
successfully adapted their 
classes to ensure students with 
different levels of ability were 
catered for, this had not been 
the case in a minority of 


both those who are still with us 
and those that have gone on to 
new schools - it is their legacy 
that enables us to carry on in 
such a positive and productive 
way.” 

On its visit last year, Ofsted 
asked the Fordham Road school 
to raise standards by making 
sure students’ progress was 
consistently good by, for 
example, ensuring marking 
shows students how they can 
make their work better. 


It also said the school could 
improve by providing subject 
leaders with more training in 
management and leadership, 
advice the school has taken. 

The inspector found a lot of 
professional development had 
taken place which meant 
assessment gave a clearer 
picture of students’ progress 
and was helping the school set 
targets and monitor its students’ 
progress. 

The report found marking at 


The inspector wrote: “The 
school has been through a 
turbulent recent period. The fire 
and loss of much students’ and 
teachers’ work, the subsequent 
rebuilding and staff turnover, 
have all added to this. 

“However, the headteacher, 
senior managers and governing 
body have supported staff and 
students well. They have 
successfully ensured that the 
school has maintained the 
momentum of improvement and 
that the adverse effect on 
students has been minimal.”

Kevin Thompson was only 
taken into custody after officers 
stopped his brother for a 
motoring matter and disclosed 
that they had an arrest warrant 
for the 35-year-old. 

Thompson, of St David, 
Newmarket, had been arrested in 
2008 and charged with an assault 
in a town centre pub but failed to 
turn up for a preliminary hearing 
at Ipswich Crown Court because 
he was in Ireland. 

Last Thursday, the same court 
was told that Thompson 
returned to Newmarket and had 
been too afraid to come forward. 


But despite an arrest warrant 
being issued by a judge, he was 
not apprehended until Septem¬ 
ber this year. 

Thompson pleaded guilty to a 
charge of assault inflicting 
grievous bodily harm and 
admitted breaching his bail. 

Godfried Duah, prosecuting, 
said the assault charge followed 
an incident in the Golden Lion 
pub in Newmarket in late 
December 2008. 

Thompson’s then girlfriend 
was with a group of people who 
were arguing and, after hearing 
what he believed were threats 
against her and himself, he 
stepped in and hit victim Ryan 
Ashy in the face with his forearm. 

Mr Ashy suffered a fractured 
eye socket and had to later 
undergo surgery to have it 
repaired with a metal plate. 


Adam Butler, mitigating, said 
that Thompson had ended his 
relationship with the woman in 
October 2009 and not committed 
any further offences. 

Mr Butler said that Thompson 
had no previous convictions and 
was well aware of how seriously 
the courts viewed incidents of 
this type. 

Judge Rupert Overbury said: 
“You effectively lashed out as a 
pre-emptive strike. You must 
realise that it is something you 
cannot do. 

“It really comes down to 
excessive self defence.” 

Thompson was sentenced to 
12 months imprisonment 
suspended for 12 months and 
ordered to complete 240 hours of 
unpaid community work. 

He was told he must pay £1,000 
compensation to Mr Ashy.

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Parents set up trust in 
memory of their son Tom 



T om Whit eley’s 
last school 
photograph tells 
a thousand words. 
Wearing a striped 
blazer and the most 
beautiful smile, it 
shows a carefree little 
boy; with a shock of 
blond hair and a 
golden suntan, he 
looks handsome, 
happy, out-going. 


Not long after that photo 
was taken, Tom returned 
from a school trip com¬ 
plaining of a headache. 
Within 10 days he’d been 
diagnosed with a brain 
tumour. Seven months 
later, aged 9, he died. 

To see his smiling face in 
that school picture, it 
seems impossible that Tom 
grew so ill so fast - and 
totally unreal that he’s died. 

“People have this 
perception of grief: that, as 
time passes, it gets easier. 

In fact it gets harder. It gets 
harder because the 
distance between you and 
the person you totally love 
grows and grows, and you 
can’t stop it,” says mum 
Debbie. 


“He was an amazing 
little guy. He was so 
handsome. And so kind. He 
couldn’t tell you a lie: he’d 
try, but he’d have to give it 
up straight away, he was 
rubbish... 


“I’m not saying he was

perfect: if he wanted 
something he’d go on and 
on and on until he wore me 
down! But he was a really 
lovely boy. We miss him so 
much.” 

While he was ill, Tom 
went through brain 
surgery, gruelling chemo - 
which twice caused his gut 
to fail - and weeks of 
radiotherapy, which left 
him weak and in a 
wheelchair. It was, says 
Debbie, “just horrendous”. 

In the wake of his death, 
she and husband Andrew 
set up a charity. Called 
Tom’s Trust, it has a very 
specific target: funding a 
full-time psychologist, to 
be based at Addenbrooke’s, 
who will support both 
children with brain 
tumours and their families. 
The aim is to raise 
£220,000, enough to fund a 
psychologist for three 
years. After that, the plan is 
to fundraise for psychol¬ 
ogists at other hospitals 
across the country. 

“Tom met with 
psychologist Angela Kirkby 
twice,” explains Debbie. 
“She was brilliant with him 
and also helped Andrew 
and me. But she is part- 
time and looks after all the 
children with cancer in 
East Anglia: we felt straight 
away there needed to be 
more Angelas. 


“It’s about helping other 
children and other families, 
but it’s also about creating 
a legacy for Tom. He always 
wanted to be famous: I 
consider it my job now, as 
his mother, to do this for 
him.” 

Debbie decided to share 
Tom’s story both to 
promote Tom’s Trust and 
raise awareness of brain 
tumours in children. 

“When the symptoms 
began - the headache, 
vomiting - it never entered 
my head that he might 
have had a brain tumour. 

“If I’d read this story, I 
would have taken him 
straight to A&E and refused 
to leave. That could have 
saved his life. We don’t 
know for sure - it’s a ‘how 
long is a piece of string?’ 
situation - but if the 
tumour had been found 
earlier, who knows?” 

The Whiteleys, who live 
in Fowlmere, had been 
through some tough times 
before Tom fell ill. Maddy, 
their eldest daughter, now 
12, is diabetic. And Debbie 
herself has had health 
problems: she suffered 
with Graves Disease, an 
autoimmune disorder 
which causes symptoms 
including muscle weakness 
and fatigue. 

“I struggled to have the 
children and I desperately 
wanted a third. The doctors 
warned me it could cause 
the Graves Disease to flare 
up and, a month to the day 


Evie was born, it came 
back. 

“It might sound strange, 
but I didn’t really care. I had 
what I wanted: our three 
lovely children; a proper 
family.” 

Tom adored baby sister 
Evie, now 6. “When he was 
ill she’d leave little notes on 
his Nintendo, saying things 
like ‘I really love you and I 
want you to get better’. It 
was heartbreaking stuff, 
stuff I’ll take with me to my 
grave.” 

Tom fell ill in the March 
of last year. A pupil at St 
Faith’s in Cambridge, he 
returned from a school trip 
saying his head ached. 

Over the next few days, he 
also started vomiting. 
Debbie took him to the GP 
twice, where he was given a 
thorough check-up, but the 
consensus was that he’d 
picked up some kind of 
virus. 

“Over the last four or five 
days, his behaviour was a 
bit strange,” adds Debbie. 
“He got really paranoid: the 
second time I took him to 
the doctor he was in a real 
panic about being in his 
school uniform. I told him 
not to worry, that it didn’t 
matter, but he was 
genuinely agitated.” 

One morning Tom woke 
in the early hours, literally 
screaming in pain. Andrew 
took him to A&E, while 
Debbie stayed home with 
the girls. “By the time I got 
there next morning, Tom 
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was sitting up in bed 
playing with his Match 
Attax and looking as if he 
was having a really nice 
time,” she recalls. 

Tom was then given a CT 
scan. “The consultant told 
us they’d found a huge 
tumour at the back of Tom’s 
head; we now know it was a 
medulloblastoma. Andrew 
actually passed out. I can’t 
really tell you what I 
thought or felt: it’s a blur. 

“We phoned our relatives 
and we cried and screamed 
and cried... And then we 
had to pull ourselves 
together and go back and 
sit with Tom. I spent most 
of that night crying in the 
corridor, pacing up and 
down like a caged animal.” 

The first stage of 
treatment was to drain 
excess fluid - described to 
Tom as being ‘like fizzy 
lemonade’ - which had 
built up around the 
tumour. Fitted with a 
shunt, he was allowed 
home for few days, before a 
seven-hour operation to 
excise the tumour itself. 

“He just didn’t want to go 
back into hospital: he hated 
being in there and he’d had 
enough,” recounts Debbie. 
“It was awful. As if the 
situation wasn’t bad 
enough, we had to wrestle 
him down the stairs, force 
him into the car and strap 
him in.” 

The surgery, however, 
appeared to be a complete 
success: the entire tumour 
was removed, with no 
complications. “He was in 
intensive care surrounded 
by machinery but, 
bizarrely, it didn’t freak me 
out,” Debbie continues. “I 
was just so bloody glad he 
was alive! 

“And, at the stage, it 
hadn’t even entered my 
head that he might have 
cancer. I don’t think I’m 
particularly stupid: I knew 
he had a tumour. But I 
don’t think my mind 
allowed me to consider it 
might be malignant.” 

Histology results showed 
the tumour was, indeed, 
cancerous. And tests on 
Tom’s spinal fluid revealed 
the worst: the cancer had 
spread down into his spinal 
fluid. 

Prescribed a 10-week 
course of intensive chemo, 
Debbie says Tom was very 
accepting of the situation. 
“We told him he had a 
lump in his head, which 
they had to take out. Then 
we told him it had dropped 
little seeds down his spine, 
which is why he needed 
more treatment. 


The chemotherapy made 
Tom incredibly sick. His gut 
failed twice, he had border¬ 
line kidney failure once, 
and lost both his hair and a 
painful amount of weight. 

Determined to keep the 
family unit together, 

Debbie and Andrew took 
the girls into hospital ‘to 
hang out with Tom’ as often 
as possible. But Debbie 
says they couldn’t have 
coped without both sets of 
grandparents, who took it 
in turns to stay in the house 
and look after the girls 
whenever necessary. 

In July, on completion of 
the chemo, the family got 
the news they’d been 
longing for: Tom was 
declared cancer free. “We 
took him home - he hadn’t 
been out of bed at all for 
three weeks - and he was 
soon out in the garden 
kicking a football with his 
cousin. We were just 
elated.” 

The next step was six 
weeks of radiotherapy (two 
sessions a day every day, 
save for weekends), after 
which the Whiteleys 
managed a few days’ 
holiday in Dorset. The 
radio left Tom weak and 
reliant on a wheelchair. 

But, ever determined, he 
battled back - and within 
weeks was back at school 
for an hour a day. 

“I watched him through 
the glass in the classroom 
door. He wore a cap most of 
the time, but he just took it 
off, not at all bothered. I 
remember thinking ‘Oh my 
god. He’s so brilliant’.” 

Due to start low-dose 
chemo - ‘a belt and braces 
thing’, to make sure the 
cancer was gone once and 
for all - Tom then had a 
whole series of pre¬ 
treatment tests, including 
anMRI. 

The scan showed a lump 
on Tom’s spine. “When they 
told us I shook all over,” 
says Debbie. “My hands 
were shaking so much I 
couldn’t take the tissues 
they were giving me... 
They said it could be a site 
of damage from the 
radiotherapy, or it could be 
the cancer. 

“I said ‘What is it most 
likely to be?’ and the 
answer was ‘Cancer’. I 
asked ‘How do you treat it?’ 
and the answer was ‘We 
can’t treat it’.” 

A lumbar puncture 
verified the lump was 
secondary cancer. Tom was 
given a matter of weeks to 
five. 

A passionate animal 
lover, he had always 


wanted to go on safari - so 
Debbie and Andrew 
decided to take the whole 
family on a luxury trip to 
South Africa. Getting flights 
and insurance for such a 
sick child was far from easy 
but, just six days after 
learning Tom was terminal, 
they flew off on the holiday 
of a lifetime. 

“It was an amazing 10 
days. There were moments 
when we actually forgot he 
was dying, then we cried 
ourselves to sleep at night. 
The girls didn’t know it was 
the last holiday we’d have 
as a family - even now, 
saying that doesn’t seem 
real - and we did so many 
wonderful things. Tom 
even got to ride on an 
elephant. 

“During the time he was 
ill he met the players of 
Manchester United and 
JLS: they performed just for 
him and his sisters. At the 
moment, thinking about all 
that just makes me sad; 
hopefully, in the future, it 
will be a comfort.” 

During a short break to 
Center Parcs - in which he 
cycled his bike, played on a 
climbing frame and went 
down every single water 
chute - Tom suffered a 
seizure. Doctors feared he 
might die that night; 
thankfully he rallied and 
was able to go home. 

Thanks to support from 
Each (East Anglia’s 
Children’s Hospices), Tom 
died at home, in his own 
bed, with all his family 
around him. It was 
November 8 last year, 
Debbie’s birthday. 

“Life without Tom could 
be very empty, but I want 
our daughters to have a 
childhood -1 don’t want it 
to be wiped out by all this 
sadness. Our two beautiful 
girls are our medicine: they 
keep us going. We can’t 
change what’s happened, 
but we can be positive 
about where we go from 
here. 

“Setting up Tom’s Trust is 
a big part of that: it’s 
something positive, and it’s 
a lasting legacy to our 
precious little boy.”

Sentenced for 
lodger attack 

Landlord disgusted with himself, court told 


A MAN who attacked his 
lodger after he failed to 
pay his rent has been 
given a suspended 
prison sentence. 

William Degnan, 33, of 
Manderston Road, New¬ 
market, was sentenced at 
Ipswich Crown Court last 
week after pleading guilty at 
a previous hearing to assault 
causing grievous bodily 
harm. 

The court heard Degnan 
had sent a series of text 
messages, some of which 
threatened violence, to 
Robert Wilkins on June 9, 
who it was claimed owed him 
£115 in unpaid rent. 

Godfried Duah, prosec¬ 
uting, said Degnan had then 
gone out looking for Mr 
Wilkins and found him at 
Newmarket railway station. 

Mr Wilkins, who works in 
the racing industry, told 
police Degnan had driven at 
him in a silver BMW car 
which knocked him off his 


bike. 

Mr Duah said Degnan had 
grabbed Mr Wilkins, punched 
him and then pushed him 
into the back of the car 
before driving off. 

He said Degnan continued 
to punch Mr Wilkins and told 
him to stop talking as he tried 
to explain he had applied for 
benefits which would help 
provide the rent money. 

The court heard Degnan 
grabbed Mr Wilkins by the 
throat when the car reached 
Mandeston Road, punched 
him and told him to leave 
Newmarket or face being 
attacked again. 

Mr Wilkins suffered a 
broken finger and facial 
bruising. 

Angela Rafferty, mitigating, 
said while it had been a “very 
regrettable incident”, there 
had been an element of 
provocation involving Mr 
Wilkins who had been facing 
a number of issues at the 
time. 


She said it had been an 
isolated incident and Degnan 
was “disgusted” by what he 
had done. 

She said: “He finds his 
behaviour on that day 
shameful. You are not dealing 
with a man who considers 
this was the right way of 
going about things.” 

The court heard Degnan 
believed Mr Wilkins had been 
exploiting him and his wife 
who had offered him a place 
to stay. 

Judge Peter Fenn told 
Degnan the offending was 
serious but he was able to 
avoid sending him immed¬ 
iately to prison. 

Degnan was sentenced to 
12 months’ imprisonment 
suspended for two years with 
a requirement to complete 
250 hours’ unpaid comm¬ 
unity work and remain under 
Probation Service sup¬ 
ervision for 12 months. He 
was also ordered to pay £500 
towards prosecution costs.

V FAVOURITE Su 
Pollard will be taking to 
the stage next week for 
Cambridge Corn Exchange’s 
Christmas show Annie. 

Visiting the venue ahead of 
opening night, dressed in a sparkly 
sequined top, knee-length socks and 
her trademark glasses, the stage and 
screen star - best known for playing 
the loveably ditsy Peggy in 80s 
sitcom Hi-de-Hi! - explained how 
Annie, as well as being a great 
family show, is just as relevant today 
as it ever was. 

“It’s a story of hope. It tells you 
that if things aren’t going well today 
then don't worry, because there’s 
always tomorrow. Also, when you 
think about it, it was written around 
the time of the Wall Street crash, and 
of course now it’s all happened 
again. 

“And of course all the songs are 
fabulous, and there’s lots for the 
audience to see - including a 30ft 


Christmas tree. They've used some 
of the original sets and costumes 
from Broadway too.” 

This year’s Cambridge 
performances will be Pollard’s sixth 
and final outing in the role of Miss 
Hannigan, the curmudgeonly, 
alcoholic owner of the orphanage. 

“It’s a lovely part and she has a 
fantastic song called Little Girls, 
where she’s absolutely fed up, 
because little girls are all she ever 
sees and she just wants to wring 
their necks because they’re giving 
her a terrible time. But I always say 
she’s just misunderstood. She hasn’t 
found love, and nothing’s panned out 
how she wanted. So no wonder she’s 
turned to drink.” 

Born and educated in 
Nottingham, Pollard won hearts 
across the country as Peggy 
Ollerenshaw, the ambitious but 
hapless chalet maid, in Jimmy Perry 
and David Croft’s much-loved 
sitcom about a fictional holiday 
camp in Essex. Like many who 


watched it, Pollard harbours fond 
memories of the show. 

“We had tremendous fun. It’s 
lovely when people come up to you 
and say ‘Oooh, Hi-de-Hi!, that was 
marvellous! It takes me back! ’. It 
was a fantastic 10 years; we all grew 
up together. I went for a drink with 
Shaney (Paul Shane) not long ago 
for a catch-up. And it was 
devastating of course when poor 
David Croft died. He taught me such 
a lot about comedy.” 

Despite the traditional warnings 
against working with animals and 
children, Pollard is working with 
both in Annie-, including a dog called 
Danny, who has been part of the 
show longer than most of his human 
co-stars. 

“Ooh, Danny the dog,” she 
exclaims. “He’s fantastic. He’s so 
flippin’ laid back! He’s been playing 
this part as Sandy for 10 years. We’re 
hoping to get him in the Guinness 
Book of Records as the longest- 
serving animal thespian in the UK.”

SHERLOCK HOLMES: A GAME 
OF SHADOWS certificate 12A,

THE sleuthing is elementary in 
Guy Ritchie’s action-packed 
sequel to his 2009 reinvention of 
Sir Arthur Conan Doyle’s fictional 
detective. 

Holmes (Robert Downey Jr) 
has cut a swathe through the 
criminal fraternity of late 19th 
century London aided by trusty 
sidekick Dr John Watson (Jude 
Law), who is bidding farewell to 
crime-solving to marry Mary 
Morstan (Kelly Reilly). 

Newspapers are filled with 
headlines about bombings in 
Strasbourg and Vienna, the 
apparent overdose of a Chinese 
opium dealer and the death of an 
American steel magnate. 

Holmes deduces these events 
are linked to Professor James 
Moriarty (Jared Harris) and the 
sleuth persuades Watson to join 
him on one final adventure. 

En route, the double-act 
encounters gypsy fortune teller 
Sim (Noomi Rapace) and 
Holmes’s brother Mycroft 


(Stephen Fry), who is well- 
connected in the British 
government. 

A bruising battle of wits with 
Moriarty becomes personal when 
the diabolical professor promises 
to make Watson and his new wife 
suffer for Holmes’s meddling. 

For all its intellectual rigour, the 
film often feels like a series of 
ambitious action set-pieces which 
have been bolted together by 
screenwriters Michele Mulroney 
and Kieran Mulroney. 

Explosions and stunts are 
orchestrated at breakneck speed 
by Ritchie, whose use of slow- 
motion bloats the film’s running 
time. Downey Jr and Law ease 
back into familiar roles as the 


quixotic genius and his strait-laced 
foil, Rapace is suitably feisty in her 
first English-speaking role and 
Harris chews on every syllable 
with menacing intent. 

Eddie Marsan and Geraldine 
James reprise their roles as 
Inspector Lestrade and long- 
suffering landlady Mrs Hudson 
respectively, but neither gets 
enough screen time to make an 
impact. 

But there are some sparkling 
comic interludes, such as when 
Sim arranges a horse for Holmes 
to chase after Moriarty and the 
sleuth explains that he is averse to 
four-legged travel because 
“they're dangerous at both ends 
and crafty in the middle.”

Give hibernation 
a helping hand 



I F you see a hedgehog foraging 
in your garden at this time of 
year, chances are it’s been 
fooled by the weather. 

In fact, the hibernating period of many 
creatures, including frogs, toads and 
newts, bumblebees and ladybirds, is likely 
to be delayed thanks to the unseasonably 
warm temperatures - but does it matter? 

“Just because hibernation has been 
delayed doesn’t mean it’s all bad,” says 
Helen Bo stock, 
left, senior 
horticultural 
adviser at the 
Royal Horticultural 
Society (RHS). 

“The warmer 
weather has meant 
that all food 
sources for 

hibernating creatures, including berries, 
insects, slugs and snails, have also been 
available later on in the year and have 
given hibernating animals such as 
hedgehogs a few more weeks to build up 
their energy reserves for their big sleep 
period.” 

Problems generally occur if hibernation 
has already started in a cold snap and then 
the weather becomes warmer again. That 
causes the creatures to come out of a deep 
sleep and start looking for food, using up 
precious energy set aside for their sleep

period. 

The lack of a real cold snap has also 
given gardeners the chance to prepare to 
help hibernating wildlife once the cooler 
weather kicks in, to ensure the survival of 
vulnerable creatures over the winter. 

The RHS has now joined forces with 
The Wildlife Trusts to launch the Big 
Wildlife Garden competition, looking for 
the best wildlife gardens in the UK. It will 
take into account measures taken to help 
wildlife through the winter. 

So, how can we help our more 
vulnerable creatures through the winter? 

Kate Bradbury, wildlife expert at 
Gardeners ’ World magazine, which offers 
a guide to help wildlife during winter in its 
December issue, says: “Hedgehogs 
hibernate in leaf or log piles, thickets of 
grass, compost heaps and hedgehog boxes. 
They are at risk from lack of food and 
freezing temperatures. 


“If you see a hedgehog, leave out water 
and cat or dog food every day until it no 
longer takes the food.” 

If you disturb a hibernating hedgehog, 
careftilly put back its nesting material and 
leave it a dish of food. If you see a 
hedgehog during the day, call the British 
Hedgehog Preservation Society, she 
advises. 

Frogs occasionally hibernate in mud at 
the bottom of a pond, but more usually, 
along with toads and newts, hide 
themselves away under piles of damp 
leaves and rotting logs or in ditches, but 
may rouse on warm days and look for food. 

“If you uncover a frog while gardening, 
cover it back up, preferably with a thick 
layer of dry leaves,” Bradbury advises. 

Some frogs - particularly males - spend 
winter at the bottom of ponds, breathing 
through their skin. In severe winters, thick 
ice on ponds can trap noxious gases in the 
water, poisoning the frogs below. So if 
your pond freezes over, melt a hole in the 
ice using a pan of boiled water to allow the 
gases to escape. 

Toads and newts spend winter under 
stones or logs or buried in mud. If you dig 
one up, don’t try to re-bury it or return it 
to a pond. Instead, place it gently on a 
compost heap to find shelter of its own 
accord. 

Some buff-tailed bumblebees in the 
south of the UK don’t hibernate, but 
establish new colonies in the cooler 


months, so you may see workers foraging 
in your garden in winter among the 
mahonia and honeysuckle. All other 
bumblebees hibernate. 

If you uncover a queen, cover her up 
again or move to a very similar spot and 
leave a sugar solution made of equal parts 
sugar and water nearby to give her 
strength to find another hibernating spot. 

Most ladybirds spend winter in leaf 
litter or dense vegetation, but in an 
unheated room they will go into full 
hibernation. 

“If you come across ladybirds outdoors, 
or bring any in on Christmas greenery, 
place them under dry leaf litter. In wet 
weather, pop them in a shed or 
greenhouse,” Bradbury advises. 


If you spot a hedgehog or other 
hibernating creature before the onset of 
the colder weather, just leave it alone, says 
Bostock. They have their own triggers for 
hibernating. 

What we should worry about more is if 
a cold spell doesn’t come at all. 

“If we don't have a cold spell, it will 
have an impact which is hard to assess,” 
she says. “Hibemators are physiologically 
adapted to having a resting period. Their 
condition could be poorer if they don’t 
have a winter sleep. But if they have a 
shorter period of hibernation - at least 
four weeks - they should be fine.”

George Harrison’s Aston Martin DB5 sells for £350k 


USED car values 
rose by 4 per cent 
last month, 

according to the 
latest data from 
British Car Auctions. 

The monthly BCA 
Pulse report shows that, 
in November, average 
values reached the 
second highest point 
since the market 
recovered in 2009. 

Most of the increase 
was felt in the part- 
exchange sector where 
values improved by over 4 
per cent to establish a 
new record monthly 
average figure of £2,877. 
Values also rose in the 
fleet and lease sector, but 
by a more modest 1.4 per 
cent. 

Year-on-year, Novem¬ 
ber 2011 is a substantial 
£409 (7 per cent) ahead of 
the same month in 2010, 
and £298 (5 per cent) 
ahead of the figure 
recorded two years ago. 


BCA’s communications 
director Tony Gannon 
commented: “November 
provided a good balance 
between supply and 
demand leading to im¬ 
proved used car values in 
the bigger volume sectors 
of dealer part-exchange 
and fleet/lease. While 
there was a fall in the 
average value of nearly- 
new cars this was entirely 
the result of model mix, 
as supply remains short 
in the wholesale arena. 

“Otherwise, the overall 
picture remains very 
similar to the previous 
month, with healthy 
demand for cars in the 
best condition, but little 
appetite for cars requiring 
refurbishment or repair - 
unless they are realistic¬ 
ally valued to sell.” 

Fleet values improved 
in November (after falling 
in October) and reached 
£7,388 - a rise of £101 
equivalent to 1.4 per cent. 
CAP performance fell 


marginally to 96.36 per 
cent and year-on-year 
values were ahead by 
£272 or 3.8 per cent. 

The part-exchange 
sector saw average values 
continue to climb as 
values improved by £113 
(4.1 per cent) to establish 
a new record monthly 
average figure of £2,877. 
Year-on-year figures are 
ahead by £229 (8.6 per 
cent). Despite this, the 
performance against CAP 
Clean fell from 93.2 per 
cent to 92.6 per cent. 

Average values in the 
nearly-new sector fell 
from £19,786 to £18,597, a 
drop of £829 or 4.1 per 
cent. Model mix is largely 
responsible for the chan¬ 
ges in this sector as 
volumes are so low. Per¬ 
formance against CAP 
Clean fell by one point to 
101.2 per cent.
